Mr. John Mackintosh, author of "The

His history consists of four 
portly volumes, the last and best dealing 
with tho moral and material advance- 
ment of the country. Mr. Mackintosh 
has been in the habit all his life of rising 
before 4 a. ni. He says he finds tho early 
morning hours tho best for literary work.

Punishing Bibulous Minors. 


Representative Wills has introduced in 


the House a bill to pumeh minors who 
obtain liquor by misrepresentation. This 
bill provides that any minor -who shall 
represent that he is of age, and thereby 
cause or induce any person or persons to 
sell or give him any intoxicating liquor, 
shall be fined m any sum not less than 
8100 or imprisonment in the county jail 
for any term not exceeding ten days, or 
both, in the discretion of tbe court. Thu 
bill is not meant as an excuse (or the 
hqnor dealers who shall sell or give in. 
toxicants to minors, but to punish the 
fraud of the minor as well as the disre- 
gard for the law by the dealer.

Ite Huge Oblong HOUM*— An Island of 


Great Forests, Snowclad HJUs and OUv« 
Orchard*—Tlie Chestnut a Staple Food 
for Man and Beast. 


The island of Corsica is most striking 


and imposing in its nature and scenery. 
A compact cluster of mountains, rising 
from the blue depths of the Mediter- 
ranean and uniting in a small space all 
the characteristics of mountainous re- 
gions, it may I* considered as their epit- 
ome—a pocket edition of Switzerland or 
Norway. 
Only 120 miles from one slen- 


der tip to the other, and about half as 
wide, it contains a magnificent chain of 
snowelad 
heights, crowning 
a 
lofty 


plateau that 
embraces 
nearly 
the 


whole island. 
Monti' Uutondo is 9,053 


feet high, Monte d'Oro 8,690, xvhile Monte 
Cinto and others almostequal these. In- 
deed, some calculations have made 
Monte Cinto the highest. Beside those 
I have named ! have just counted on the 
map seven peaks of about 7,000 feet each. 
Following the general plan of tho earth's 
arrangement, as exemplified in Italy, 
Nonvav aud 
our own country, 
the 


mountain chain runs nearly north and 
south, nearer to the western than to the 
eastern coast. To the west the declivity 
is more steep and abrupt, to tho east 
more gentle, sloping out into alluvial 
plains: to the west the deep harbors and 
lofty promontories, to the east the more 
fertile and thickly inhabited regions. 


WHAT THE TREES ARE. 


Not more than one-tenth of tho soil is 


cultivated, but there are no deserts and 
but a email proportion of barren heights-, 
the mild climate and humid air have 
wrapped the island in a robe of luxuriant 
forests. 
These forests are the pride and 


glory of Corsica and are quite unequaled 
in Europe, Chestnut trees grow in such 
abundance that their fruit forms the 
staple food of tho inhabitants, eaten 
roasted or boiled during the season and 
ground into flour for preservation, chest- 
nut flour costing in the market only 
about half aa much as wheat flour, and 
leing used chiefly in the form of polenta, 
jr porridge, though the natives l>oast of 
WL>nr.y-two different ways of cooking 
•hestnuts. The nuts also serve as food 
jr the horses and mules, and their 
cheapness and ease of production have 
lone much to keep the native population 
n an indolent and degraded state, an ef- 
'cct similar to tbat of tho bananas and 
rams of the West Indies upon the people 
of tho-.e countries. The finest timber 
roes also abound—they supply most of 
ho French and Italian navy yards and 
lavo been renowned from the most an- 
•ient times, beach, pine, cork, larch and 
oak. 
One species of oak (Quercus ilex) 


vhich hears a small leaf liko a holly, 
jrickly at the edges, is especially valu- 
able. Tho wood is very dark, and so 
leary that a cubic foot of it will weigh 
seventy pounds; the famous oak of 
Great Britain only weighing fifty-five 
joimds to the foot. There is one species 


>f pine that formerly grew here so luxu- 
riantly that it was known us the tree of 
Corsica, and attained 
an 
enormous 


size, but unfortunately it is now almost 
extinct, in consequence of fires and care- 
ess treatment. 
This wonderful forest 


region we have not yet seen, as it exists 
chiefly in the interior of the island, 
whero 
there 
aro counted forty-four 


forests belonging to private domains and 
107 belonging to tho community. 
Near 


the (Oiore tho hills are almost entirely 
wvercd with olivo groves, the, valleys 
Between them being laid out in fields 
.ind gardens, but everywhere, by tho 
shore and inland, whero there is nothing 
vise, there is "macchie." This macchie, 
otherwise 
spelt 
"tuakis" and 
called 


scrub by tlie English, ij really more like 
a jungle,; a thick interwoven growth of 
bush and tree, myrtle, arbutus, heath, 
oleander, scrub oak, prickly pear and a 
thousand other shrubs, forming an al- 
most 
impenetrable wildenu^s, which 


lias played an important part in Corsi 
can liistory and manners. 


or HCSPECTAllLE ANTIQUITY. 


Ajaccio lie-, curving along the edge of 


the bay of tho same name, in tho form 
of a horseshoe, the hills rising close be- 
hind it. 
It has but three or four good 


-trcets; sufficiently wide, but bordered 
with huge parallelograms of houses, all 
of the same pattern, liko immense bricks 
ormagniiied dominoes, standing in rows, 
from eix to nine stories high, fiat topped 
and dotted with small windows. 
Not 


joined in a continuous line, like the 
houses of New York or Philadelphia, 
but distinct, and about twice as long a 
they are wide. These houses aro let out 
in flats, each flat being complete in it- 
self. 
The elfect is very singular, and it 


is evident that the whole town was built 
at one lime, otherwise somo variety must 
have been inevitable. 
Such indeed was 


the fact, for although the city is said by 
its inhabitants to have been founded by 


ax, who g:ive it bis name, and there- 


fore must be of u vory respectable anti- 
quity, >et it has not always stood in this 
spot. 
At first it was built upon the hill; 


afterward farther along the shore, and it 
was only in the Sixteenth century that 
tho Genoese, then masters of the coun- 


try, 
decided that it should stand here, 


and built its houses in the present pon- 
derous style, I suppose that it might 
never movo again.—Cor. San Francisco 
Chronicle.
